MOWERY SPEAKS 


AT 
BIGLERVILLE 


Prof Raymond G Muwery, super­ 
intendent of the public schools in 
Franklin county and president of 
the Franklin county Sunday School 
association, spoke on "The Church 
and Its Function,

THROUGH HOUSE 


Washington, June 20 i/P 
Demo­ 
cratic tax law managers made ready 
today to ram through the House a 
bill slashing excise 
taxes by $ I 
OIO.OOO.O'O a year, after tacking on 
a corporation tax boost to avoid 
a veto. 


The House ways and means com­ 
mittee 
voted $433,000,000 
in 
new 
taxes late yesterday. 
It was de­ 
signed to mret President Truman’* 
requirement 
that 
the excise cuts 
must be offset by larger taxes else­ 
where. before he will sign the bill 
This would cut the tax load of 
small corporations earning from $5.- 
000 to $167 OOO; but jump the present 
38 per cent Income tax rate for 
the biggest corporations to almost 
41 per cent. 
Administration leaders immediate- , 
Iv predicted the tax bill. in a form 
suitable to the President will be 
handed to the White House in time 
for Congress to adjourn July 31 
However, this schedule assumes i 
prompt 
approval 
by

where the bill is expected to come 
up next week, and the less likely 
prospect of quick Senate passage 
If it goes through, excises now 
imposed will be slashed —probably on 
September I —on fur coats, movies, 
jewelry, travel ticket*, luggage, tele­ 
phones.

The parliament of Western Ger­ 
many has under consideration an 
extraordinary measure which might 
well be studied bv other nations of 
cur troubled world. 
That is a proposal, introduced by 
Chancellor 
Adenauer's 
Christian 
Democratic party, which would pro­ 
hibit the manufacture or sale of 
warlike toys in Western Germany. 
It also asks that the allied high 
commission forbid the members of 
the occupation forces to give such 
toys to German children. 
This odd measure obviously is in­ 
spired by the fact that warlike toys 
tend to create glorification of war in 
youthful minds. In that sense such 
playthings may be breeders of ag­ 
gression which shows itself in later 
years. 
Most Popular Toy* 
Germany 
knows 
all 
this 
from 
harsh 
experience 
through 
many 
generations. Tile Prussian ism which 
has been responsible for two world 
wars, among others, has .started Its 
monstrous teachings of militarism 
with the tiny folk, and the first 
lessons have been disguised in war­ 
like toys of all sorts.

strange therefore, that. 
despite the crushing defeat which 
Germany has suffered as the result 
of 
the 
Hitlerian 
aggression, 
the 
most popular toys on sale last winter

Hitler—-the last great exponent of 
Prussianism—recognized

The new county bill bill was one of 
ten such bills passed in that session 
of the Legislature which had moved 
to Lancaster, which became for a 
while the capital of Pennsylvania.
